The 
blaze was In tho Calumet Metal Fur- 
nlturo cotr.p-^jy'K factory at 73 to S3 
North Ashland avenue, and owing to 
the inflammable condition nf the con- 
tents of the building It was a mass of 
flames when the firemen arrived, and 
though extra apparatus was called, the 
efforts of tho flrc fighters proved un- 
availing and the building was com- 
pletely destroyed.

Dogs Awaken Them. 


The men say that It was but a short

Street police station saw the flames 
and turned In a still alarm through 
the police station.

The coal production and consump- 


tion of the world, and especially of 
the United States In comparison with 
othc coal-producing countries. Is the 
subject of a monograph which will 
appear In the forthcoming Issue ot 
the Monthly Summary of J p°»"?««* 
and Finance. Issued Ijy the 
Treas- 


ury Bureau of Statistics. 
The general demand for coal seems 


to have Increased very rapidly In 
recent years, not alone In the United 
States but throughout, tho 
-world. 


One of the most characteristic fea- 
tures of modern Industrial develop- 
ment-has been the.rlso. of the coal 
Industry. 
Modern society relies up- 


on coal as the fuel and source of pow- 
er. and the terms "Iron age." "ma- 
chine age." and "age of steam" may 
all be translated 'the, /'HBO of coal. 


The rapidity with which the pro- 


duction of coal has Increased may be 
appreciated when-the-prescnt vol- 
ume of that production Is considers 
' and when we reflect In how recent a 
time the production formed but n 
very small fraction of that quantity 
In 1001 the total coal production of 
the world was SGC.165,000 short tons 
Until as late a perfod as 1883 tuo 
•world's production had never been 
half so great, being only 450.090,000 
metric tons In that year; and not 
until 1872 had the -world's production 
been so much as a third as largo as 
It is at present. 
By 18C4 .the world's 


production was only '174,000.000 met- 
rlc tons, or less than 23 per cent of 
tho production of 1901. 
The statis- 


tics of tho world's production, 
for 


still earlier periods cannot be de- 
termined with any pretenso of accur. 


1870 the proportion was about 
the 


same, although the United States had 
gained on Germany as a coal producer. 
By iS".r, the output of the United King- 
dom war, Sill .considerably greater 
than /the coblncd production of the 
United States and Germany the output 
of these three countries being 4H. UO 
and 18 per cent ot tne world's produc- 
tion, respectively. 
The next half 


decennial.period witnessed a remark- 
able Increase In the American pro- 
duction and a corresponding relative 
Increase In that of Great Britain, the 
proportion of these countries being 
3G, 28, and 
17 per cent, respectively. 


This Increase was maintained during 
tho latter part of the past century, 
nnd In 189C tho output of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland was only 34 per cent, 
that of the United States already 30 
per cent, and that ot Germany 19.2 
per cent of the coal production of tne 
world. 


In 1899. for the flrst time tho coal 


production of the United Slates ex- 
ceeded in quantity that of Great Brit- 
ain. 
This superiority has been main- 


tained for two successive years. Dur- 
ing 1901 the United States production 
was greater than the amount of coal 
produced In Great Britain and all her 
colonies. 
During that year 
the 


shares of the leading coal-producing 
countries were as follows:

en?ack. mayor of Peru, and, 


"Whereas, The grand Jury of I.a 


Salle county, after investigating said 
charges, have found an indictment for 
bribery against, said Louis H. Shades 
Hack; therefore be It 


"Resolved, That this honorable coun 


ell hereby request said Louis H. Shad- 
cnsack to refrain from performing the 
duties of mayor until such time as a 
court of competent jurisdiction shall 
have given him an opportunity to 
prove his Innocence of such charges. 
If he can do so." 


Mayor Is Defiant. 


The clerk had hardly finished rend- 


ing the resolutions when the mayor 
arose and said: 


"I defy you all to attempt In any 


manner to force me to release my 
office. 
The courts will take this mat- 


ter in hand, and until they decide that 
1 am guilty of these charges you are 
powerless to do anything. The people 
have placed me In this ofllce. and here 
I will stay until they, and not you, un- 
seat me. 
I refuse to allow a vote on 


this resolution." 


An appeal from the decision of the 


chair was taken, and on mutton the 
resolutions were adopted. 


The trouble began four months ago, 


when'Benjamin Dlerks, city marshal, 
resigned his position rather than eject 
Alderman Thomas Morley from the 
council chamber at the request of the 
mayor. 


No Salary Checks. 


Previous to this. Marshal 
nierUs 


ejected Henry Helmlg at the mayor's 
request, and. as a result, he Is one of 
the defendants In a suit for $10.000 
damages instituted by Mr. Helmlg. 
Because of this fact, .and because he 
thought Alderman Morley's ejection 
uncalled for. Marshal Dlerks refused. 
At a later meeting of the 
council 


Dlerks was reinstated city marshal. 
The mayor opposed the action, and 
zlcce that time Mayor Shadensack has 
lefused to indorse the city marshal's 
salary checks. 
Consequently Dlcrks 


has; received no compensation for. his 
sen-Ices. At a recent meeting of the 
city, council the aldermen refused to 
audit the mayor's salary checks.
